WHEREAS, under Section 2 of said Proclamation No- 922, *(afll government 
agencies end LGDs are... enjoined to render full assistance and cooperation find mobilize f jc 
necessary resources to undertake critical, urgent „ and appropriate response and measures in 
a time!!/ manner to curtaif nncJ e/irijjimre the COVlD-19 threat*’, 

WHEREAS, during its meeting on March 9, 2020* the Inter Agency Task Force for 
the Management of Emerging Infectious DUeast ; l), adopted Resolution No. 10 P entitled 
"Recommendations far the Management of the Corona Virus Disease 20J9 fCOVIZM 9j 
Situation”, in which it adopted the recommendations of the DOH Technical Advisory 
Group of Social Distancing Measures, among die salient points thereof being the 
prohibition of mass gatJterings, defined ns "planned or spuniuneuus events where the 
number ofpeople attending could strain The planning and response resources of the community 
hosting the event', in the National Capital Region during the period from March 10 to March 
14, 2020; and [2J, requested the Office of the President to adopt said Resolution No. 10 and 
to dit eel ocher agencies of the national government to implement its provisions; 

WHEREAS, on March 10, 2020, the Department of the Interior i*ud Local 
Government (D1LGJ issued an Advisory for ‘All Provincial Governors* City Mayors, 
Municipal Mayors* BARMM Chief Minister* D!LG Regional Directors, and Others Concerned’ 
with the Subject: 'Compliance to the Dejwrimet of Health Circulars and Advisories on the 
Corona Virus Disease (CQV1D-I9) and the Declaration of a State of Public Health Emergency 
Throughout the Philippines *| directing 'all LOUs,... ..do comply with the guidelines setforth (in 
DOH Circulars and Advisories} ns ucll as the implementation/ reiteration of the advisories out 
forth j among which is DOH Advisory on Concerts and Other Public Events and 
Gatherings , providing as follows:

NOW, THEREFORE* 1, ANTONIO T. KHQ* Governor of ihc Province of Maattatc. hy 
virtue of the powers vested in me by tow, do hereby order; 

SECTION 1- Community Quarantine. The transport, for free or for a fee, by sea or 
air, of any individual or cargoes; except baste commodities, tq nny part (pons and shorelines] 
of the territory of the Province of Masbmc shall be prohibited*

SECTION 3. Social Distancing. All persons shall observe interpersonal or social 
distancing of at least one (1) meter as well as such other precautionary measures per 
advisories of the Department of Health [DOli). 

SECTION4. Mandatory SeV-Qunrarttine, Any person who IiriI been to a place with 
confirmed cases of COV1D-I9 shall report to his Bnrangoy Officials and undergo a 14-day 
self-quarantine beginning Tram his/her date of arrival. His health conditions and 
whereabouts shall be monitored by the Officials and Health Workers of his Barangay,

SECTION 6. Adirtmlslratlue Liability. Any government official or employee who 
violates this Order shall be charged administratively. 

SECTION 7. This Order shall take effect today at Four O'clock in the afternoon.
